Suddeniy he recollected that the de- 
scription of Lacombe mentioned a 
herrt tattooed on the right hand, and 
drew his comrace's attention. Bo. i 
had a good look at the man, and after 
a hurried conference one of the in- 
spectors etched Police Commissary 
Duponnois. When they were certain 
from a photograph that the man was 
Lacombe, the three police officers 
closed round him, seized his arnis and 

pulled them Yehind him, The pris- 
ligH@E made a quick movement to reach 
his coat pocket, but he was too late. 
In his posses ion were two loaded re- 
volvers, two bombs containing the ex- 
plosive known *s cheddite, and two 
fuses, 

The crimes with which Lacombe ts 
charged include the murde: of a fac- 
tory foreman at Decazevill: two years 
ago, the k'lling of a ticket collector 
named Tharry at Les Aubrais station 
near Orleans last September, the 
shooting of M. Cartier, postmaster at 
Bezona, in November, and the murder 
of Ducre! in his lodgings at the office 
of the Anarchist journal L'Idee Libre 
in the Passage de Clichy last Decem- 
ber, When interrogated by the exam- 
ining magistrate the bandit denied 
parucipauion in the Decazeville crime, 
but confessed to committing the three 
murders at Les Aubrais, Bezona and 
the Passage de Clichy. t

anarchist, of having tried to betray 
him. Entering Ducret’s lodging at 
midnight, Lacombe menaced the man 
and his wife with twc revolvers and 
kept them for six hours in a state of 
terror. As daylight was breaking 
le discharged both weapons fatally 
wounding Ducret, but missing the wo- 
man. Then he too!: to flight and 
eluded the police for three months.

The revolution will 
be no less t'an the instalation of a 
complete telephone service in

nople The backbone of the new 
Turkish company is formed by high 
officials and uw large number of the 
| staff of the National Telephone Com- 
pany, of London, who with the taking 
over of the British telephone service 
by the government, sought and obtain- 
ed new outlet. for their energies,

for instance, is presic at of the Turk- 
ish company, while Douglas Watson, 
former district superintendent at 
Glasgow is director genera! and secre- 
tary. 

Nearly twenty exchanges with con- 
siderably more than 5000 lines, will be 
opened in greater Constantinople, on 
either bank of the Bosporus, including 
lines between Stamboul and Pera, be- 
neath the Golden Horn, and connect- 
ing four of the Princess islands in the 
cea of Marmora with the mainland.

OLD AGE PENSIONS 


Some Ideas are Laid Before Commit- 
tee at Ottawa 

Ottawa.—F. A. Acland, . deputy 
minister of labor, told th» old age 
pension committee that there was’ no 
way out of the old age pension scheme 
for the destitute deserving poor. He 
also favored the government . tak- 
ing up and developing the present an- 
nuities system, so as to make it both 
attractive and profitable to the wage 
earners and people of moderate in- 
come. This might have to be by con- 
tributions. 

J. C. Watters, president of the'Do- 
minion Trades tnd Labor Congress, 
pave very strong evidence in favor of 
an old age pension scheme. He main- 
tained that it was absolutely necessary 
for aid to be given to wage earners 
who are not sure of steady work and 
who in addition have large families 
to support, so as to prevent them from 
drifting down into helpless poverty. 
Mr. Watters said he was also in favor 
of the governmen. taking care of both 
widows an! mothe’s with proper as- 
sistance, It has been found in other 
countries hat it is cheaper to aid the 
mothers than maintain their e}ildren.

GERMANY TO CONTROL AIR 


Conquest of Air May Prove as Im- 


portant as Thet of the Séa 


London.—Details of German's com- 
ing gigantic expenditure on naval alr- 
craft published in London, have pro- 
duced a remarkably unfavorable im- 
Pression here.

It was from thence Re- 
bekah came to be the wife of Isame. 
It would have been a long journey for 
Jacob from Beersheba to Bethel in one 


day (betwoen fcrty and fifty miles), 
so it was perhaps his second night 
out on which he had this remarkable 
experience. That matters not, how- 
| ever, It was the dream or vision 
that counted rather than the time 
when, 


That one who had acted as Jacob 
had should have such a_ revelation 
from the Lord is the wonderful part 
of the transaction. There are, how- 
ever, two very prominent facts in all 
the Scriptures which continuslly at- 
tract our attention, One is the ex- 


\ceedifg sinfulness of man, with his 


deceitful and desperately wicked 
heart, and the other Is the exceeding 
riches of the grace and love of God 

It does not matter as to the kind of 
ladder, whether steps of stohe or some 
other kind, Put the great fact !s that 
Jacob saw a way of access from earth 
to heaven, angels ascending and de- 
scending, 2nd he heard Jehovah from 
the top of the ladder talking to him 
most gractously and in such words as 
no mortal could expect or by any 
means deserve, 

Because :f Jacob's unworthiness and 
the wondrous grace of God notwith- 
standing even T have ventured to an- 
propriate and have proved in world- 
wide journeyings the comfort of 
verse 15. 

The Lord, who stooc above the lad- 
der and spoke the words of love and 
gracc, no doubt referred to that night 
and that event ~ hen he said to Nath- 
anael: Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
Hereafter ye shall see heaven open 
and the angels of Ged ascending and 
descending upon the Son of Man. 
(John i, 61). Some day when the 
New Jerusalem shall have taken its 
place over the earth and the elect 


| Israel all righteous and the holy ang- 


els shall all Le in perfect accord with 
the Lord in administering the affairs 
of the kingdom we may think of and 
understand this vis‘on more fully. 
Meantime let us think of Him who is 
the way, .he truth, the Hfe, who be- 
came man for us. The ladder was 
set up on the eartu. It starts from 
just where you cre, You may step 
on it if you will, but it must be with 
both feet clean off the earth, actually 
in Christ, 

It reaches ueaven; It is not too 
short.

Such overwhelming grace made Ja- 
cob feel somewhat as Simon Peter 
did when the Lond filled the ships with 
fishes and Peter said: Dépa~’ from 
me, for 1 am a sinful man; O Lord! 
(Luke v, 8). We do well to remem- 
ber that the Lord is ever with us and 
that every place with Him may he to 
us the house of God and the gate of 
heaven, F 

The pillow becoming an ano'nted 
pillar and .he fact that beMevers are 
called stones (I Pet ti, 5) suygest that 
instead of being prone upon the earth 
we may become upright, anointed liv- 
ing stones to the glory of God, 

Jacob's vow in verses 20 to 22 may 
be good or not so good. ‘Tf he is bar- 
gaining wth God after all the gra- 
cious assurances, as our authorized 
version would seem to indicat», then 
his language and his spirit were poor 


indeed. but if he said: Since, on 
seeing that, God will be with ,me. 
(verse 20), his words are’ better. He 


has been conside.ed by some a very 
mean man but if any who read these 
words do not give the Lord at least a 
tenth of their income are they not 
meaner than Jacob? 

No further incidest of his journey is 
mentioned, but he certainly had 
enough to think about and to comfort 
and sustain him for years to come in

father’s sheep for :he kept them, and 
home. He loved Rachel, agreed to
